Personally, I was not happy 
with Option One, but life is a 
compromise, and Selectwoman 
Sullivan said that she would 
support Option One, so I went 
along figuring we could put 
this issue to rest.

At the last selectman’s meet- 


ing on September 26, 2005, the 
negotiation team reported 
back to the Board of 
Selectman. I truly thought this 
segment of the meeting which 
took three hours was only 
going to last fifteen minutes. 
Unfortunately, Selectwoman 
Sullivan changed her mind and 
reneged what she had agreed 
to prior to the meeting: I have 
to give credit to Selectman 
Newhouse as he was the only 
other reasonable person on the 
board who was trying to make 
something happen. This part 
of the agenda ended to no 
avail. However, an hour later 
in the meeting under new busi- 
ness I put forth a motion to 
the Board of Selectmen that 
the board would support the 
concept of Crystal Commons 
and to let the Board of Appeals 
make the final determination 
and negotiations with Mr. 
Tambone. The vote was unani- 
mous. However, I'll make a 
prediction; I believe 
Selectwoman Sullivan 
Selectman West, and 
Chairman Lepore, at the 
upcoming meeting on Tuesday, 
October 11, 2005, will vote to 
rescind that vote.

Forty million Americans 
(adults and children) suffer 
daily from headaches. Whether 
they are occasional, frequent, 
dull, or cause nausea, many 
people do nothing more than 
take a pain pill and wait for the 
next headache to commence. Is 
it because they think headaches 
are a normal life expense? 
Headaches may be common but 
they are not normal - your body 
is telling you that something is 
not right and needs to be 
addressed, 

Maybe people are confused by 
the various classifications of 
headaches. I have had many 
patients who come for relief 
from what they think are 
migraines when, in fact, they 
have severe tension headache, 
and vice versa. So it is impor- 
tant as a first step to prevention 
and treatment to know your 
headaches. 

All headaches are character- 
ized by some type of head pain, 
but each has their own underly- 
ing cause, There are two main 
types of headaches: primary 
and secondary. Ninety-five per- 
cent of headaches are primary 
headaches. They are classified 
as such because they are not 
caused by other diseases. We 
will focus on these primary 
types, such as _ tension, 
migraine, and cluster 
headaches. 

Tension Headaches are the 
most common type and are 
caused by muscle contractions 
in the head, neck and shoulders. 
These are usually related to 
stress, fatigue, emotional con- 
flicts or depression. Motor 
vehicle accidents, tight hats, 
and pulled back hair are also 
common culprits. Long hours

in a sedentary, fixed position 
(the typical American worker), 
can increase joint irritation and 
tension in the neck, upper back 
and scalp. These headaches 
Most commonly present in a 
“band-like” pattern across the 
head and temples and will pre- 
sent with multiple tender or 
“trigger points” in the neck and 
upper back muscles that may 
refer pain to specifically target- 
ed regions in the head. 

Migraine Headaches are 
induced by blood vessels nar- 
rowing and expanding. The 
causes vary but usually have 
triggers that may differ for 
each person. Pain is usually 
throbbing, one-sided or worse 
on one side and is mostly affect- 
ed by light rather than noise. In 
some cases, a visual “aura” pre- 
sents prior to the headache or 
vomiting may occur. Recent 
studies reveal that chronic 
sinus headaches may actually 
fall under migraines. Sinus 
headaches worsen with bending 
the head forward and result 
from increased sinus pressure. 
If past sinus medicinals haven't 
worked in the past, look to sup- 
plements for migraines. 

Cluster Headaches, though 
rare, can be the most painful as 
they produce an excruciating, 
deep, stabbing pain that occurs 
in a small, focal area of the 
head (usually on the side). The 
pain commences quickly and 
reaches a crescendo within 2 to 
15 minutes. Cluster headaches 
are more common in men and 
heavy smokers, 

So what can you do for a 
headache? Once you know your 
type you can follow some sim- 
ple tips to help lessen the fre- 
quency and severity of your

"Anger Mariagement Workshop 
being offered by the 
Wilmington Family Counseling 
Service may be just the place 
to learn new ways of coping 
with anger and frustration. 
This workshop will meet on 
Thursdays from 6:30 p.m. to 
8:00 p.m. starting on October 
27, 2005. 

When anger creates problems 
in people's lives, it is usually 
because they confuse the feel- 
ing of anger with the ways in 


which they express it. As a 
result they conclude that anger 
is negative and try control 
their anger with the hope that 
anger never comes up - an 
impossible goal. The vicious 
cycle they often find them- 
selves in starts with attempts 
to control, followed by loss of 
control, followed by guilt, and 
renewed attempts at control. 
For some, the cycle may be 
trying to hold back anger until 
it is expressed explosively. For 
others it may be holding back 
anger but having it come out 
indirectly, often by with draw- 
ing from the person with whom 
they are angry.

but, losing control or not

Representative Finegold pro- 
poses senior citizen tax relief 


Representative Barry  R. 
Finegold (17th Essex) proposed 
legislation today that will 
address the rising cost of living 
for senior citizens across the 
state. The legislation, An Act 
Relating to Property Tax Relief 
for Senior Citizens, seeks to 
increase the maximum qualify- 
ing income level required to 
participate in a property tax 
deferral program and it seeks 
to lower the interest rate asso- 
ciated with these deferred 


taxes. 
To participate in the tax defer- 
ral program, current law 


requires that citizens over the 
age of 65 have an annual 
income of no more than $40,000. 
Typically, people taking advan- 
tage of this program do so as a 
result of an unexpected hard- 
ship or unanticipated increase 
in living costs. The deferred 
taxes can be paid at any time or 
can be paid by the individual's 
estate. With the rising costs of 
living, the program has become 
increasingly popular among 
senior citizens. 

Representative  Finegold's 
proposal seeks to increase the 
maximum annual income 


allowance to $75,000. According 
to Representative Finegold, the 
$75,000 will allow more people 


to participate in this program 
and it will reflect the rising 
costs of living for many of.the 
region's senior citizens. 

In addition to increasing, the 
maximum income requirement, 
Representative Finegold's ,pro- 
posal seeks to lower the interest 
rate associated with :the 
deferred taxes. Currently, the 
interest rate is set at eight. per- 
cent; a figure that is not reflec- 
tive of interest rates offered in 
the commercial and banking 
industries. Representative 
Finegold's proposal attaches 
the interest rate to the prime 
rate, the rate offered by com- 
mercial banks, which is, cur- 
rently over two percentage 
points lower than the existing 
eight percent. The legislation 
also stipulates that while..the 
interest rate can reflect ,the 
prime rate, it can not exceed 
eight percent, should the prime 
rate exceed the law's existing 
interest rate. 

"Ever since I was elected as a 
selectman, I have heard from 
long-time residents who are 
unable to stay in their commu- 
nities because of proggrty 
taxes," commented 
Representative Finegold. "This 
is a win-win situation for every- 
one involved."

“I shouldn't be placed in a sit- 
uation where I'm obeying the 
Chairman and being threatened 
by an individual selectman,” 
DeRensis said. “What is the 
direction of the Board? Do I 
respond to individual requests 
or only through requests 
cleared by the Chairman or the 
entire Board?” 

Newhouse stated that he was 
stunned that DeRensis had 
taken “such a simple request” 
under advisement. According to 
Newhouse, the Board has been 
told on multiple occasions that 
the Wilmington contract is 
identical to those he holds with 
other municipalities. 
Newhouse disagreed that any 
conflict of interest existed on 
his side. 

“What I do see as a financial 
conflict is Paul DeRensis trying 
to dissuade me from seeing 
those contracts,” Newhouse 
said. “Am I the only selectman 
that would be interested in see- 
ing if we are getting as good a 
deal, or better, as the next 
town?” 

Newhouse offered to get on a 
conference call with DeRensis 
and the state Ethics Board to 
determine where a conflict 
might lie. 

According to Newhouse, the 
very next morning after the 
September 26th meeting, 
DeRensis left him a voice mail 
asking for a one-on-one meet- 
ing and stating that it appeared 
Newhouse “had declared war.” 

According to Newhouse, 
DeRensis admitted to dis- 
cussing the matter with 
Selectmen Frank West and 
Suzanne Sullivan immediately 
following the September 26 
meeting, and then called 
Chairman Lepore to discuss the 
same matter the next day. 

“A quorum of the Board was 
consulted on this outside of 
public session,” Newhouse said. 
“A request that I made during 
public session, you waited not 
20-minutes to discuss with Ms. 
Sullivan and Mr. West outside of 
this meeting.” 

Selectmen West and Sullivan 
did recall speaking with 
DeRensis after the September 
26th meeting, but did not recall 
any substantive discussion. 

“We met for 4 or 5 minutes 
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outside,” West said. “It may 
have been mentioned in pass- 
ing, but that was all.” 

DeRensis agreed that the dis- 
cussion immediately following 
the meeting was “idle chit- 
chat.” 

The discussion devolved into 
shouting back and forth, with 
Newhouse accusing DeRensis 
of being untruthful and 
DeRensis criticizing the work 
that was done when Newhouse 
held the position of Town 
Counsel. 

“Don't talk to me about saving 
the town money,” DeRensis 
said, “You've cost the town a 
fortune.” 

West asked Derensis to 
restrict his comments. to 
Selectman Newhouse, as 
opposed to Town Counsel 
Newhouse. DeRensis felt that 
Newhouse was consistently dis- 
respectful and working against 
him. DeRensis opined that 
Newhouse has never been able 
to get past the fact that 
DeRensis is his replacement. 

Newhouse asked for specific 
examples. 

“I know people are going to 
think this is a case of sour 


grapes,” Newhouse said. “Itis 
not about you, it is not about 
me, the only question: ~is 
whether the town is getting’the 
best deal it can get. Is the town 
getting the same deal as the 
next town? What is so bad 
about that?” 

Newhouse has made public 
records requests of several of 
the municipalities handled by 
DeRensis. According to 
DeRensis, he has advised those 
clients to provide the informa- 
tion requested. 

Lepore acknowledged 
Newhouse's position, but did 
not offer support. 

“I understand what Mr. 
Newhouse is getting at, but it 
has no effect on Wilmington,” 
Lepore said, “What exists with 
other towns can only be used at 
the next negotiation.” 

To clarify procedures going 
forward, Sullivan motioned that 
all requests for Town Counsel to 
perform a task should go 
through the entire Board of 
Selectmen or through the 
Chairman. The motion passed 
unanimously.

Wildcat football team 
continues to buzz around 


For those who decided to 
catch the end of the Red Sox, 
playoff game before taking in 
Wilmington High’s football 
game last Friday, you missed 
everything. 

At roughly the same time 
Edgar Renteria grounded out 
to end the Sox’ hopes, Stephen 
Downs scored the Wildcats, 
fifth touchdown early in the 
second quarter on the way to 
Wilmington’s 35-0 drubbing of 
the North Reading Hornets at 
Alumni Stadium. 

Rich Barry and Zack Mayo 
each scored two touchdowns 
and the offense scored on its 
first five possessions to dis- 
patch the undermanned 
Hornets early. 

“We got a really good team,” 
said Wilmington head coach 
Bob Almeida. “We were hoping 
to.mix up the pass and the run 
tonight, but every time we 
touched the ball our backs 
were breaking them. It was a 
good performance by us. They 
(North Reading) are obviously 
banged up, too, and missing a 
couple of guys. I think we 
showed we are a very powerful 
team and I don’t know if 
there’s a better offense in the 
league than ours. And I 
thought our defense played 
well.” 

The defense should not be 
forgotten. The unit has allowed 
just 12 points in the last four 
games and limited the Hornets 
to 113 total yards of offense. 

“The defense is playing bet- 
ter,” said Almeida. “We saw a 
lot of things on film last week 
that we didn't like. We went 
back to our fifty-two defense 
this week, and I thought it 
looked good. We moved [Mike] 
Haepers to linebacker. 
Actually, we have four line- 
backers that are playing really 
good right now: Haepers and 
[Corey] Groves and [Stephen] 
Downs and [Mike] Larffarello. 
They are all playing much bet- 
ter in the fifty-two, and I think 
we're in good shape there. 
We'll have to look at the film 
and see how things are. 

“I thought [Nick] Manent 
played very well at defensive 
end tonight. He hasn’t played 
defense this year because of 
the injuries that he had in the 
preseason. So, I’m happy the 
guys are starting to come 
along.” 

The impressive run for the 
defense coincides with the 
return of Stephen Downs, who 
missed the team’s opening 
game when it gave up 20 points 
to Hamilton-Wenham.

ping, I'd make sure we keep 
our heads up and we generally 
pick each other up. For me 
and a lot of people on defense, 
we want to shut people out.

There was a sparse crowd in 
support of the undefeated 
Wildcats when North 
Reading's Matt Murphy fum- 
bled the game's opening kick- 
off, which was recovered by 
Wilmington at the Hornets, 9- 
yard line.

Greg Stewart added the 
extra point to give the home 
team’a 7-0 lead. 

“It all starts with the block- 
ing up front,” said Barry, who 
rushed for 89 yards on just 
three carries. “They keep the 
tempo of the game going all 
the way. I get the ball and the 
holes are huge. The wide 
receivers are blocking down 
field. It makes it easy for us to 
vin” 

The Hornets appeared to 
even things on their next pos- 
session. Brendan Moss, pass 
was deflected into the hands of 
Murphy, who took the gift on 
the fly at midfield and raced to 
the end zone. But the play was 
called back because of a hold- 
ing penalty and forced the 
Hornets into a third-and-long. 
Unable to convert, the 


*Hornets were forced to punt, 


giving the Wildcats the ball at 
the 50. It took all of one play — 
a 50-yard dash by Mayo — to 
give Wilmington a two-touch- 
down lead after running just 
three offensive plays. 

The Wildcats did not let up, 
stuffing the Hornets on three 
downs and forcing another 
punt that Joe Herra returned 
to the North Reading 30. From 
there, Barry’s 15-yard dash set 
up a Herra screen pass to 
Mayo, who shook off a tackler 
at the line of scrimmage and

off a 15-yard touchdown pass. 
Stewart's third extra point put 
the Wildcats up 21-) with 4:47 
left in the first quarter. 

The Hornets were able to 
move into Wilmington territo- 
ry when Josh Robinson got 
outside for a 32-yard run. But 
the defense stiffened there as 
Moss, fourth-down pass was 
picked off by Stewart. Herra 
and the offense took over at 
their own 19. It took them just 
two plays to score. On first 
down, Herra hit Sean Murphy 


for a 16-yard pass, setting up 
Barry's 65-yard touchdown run 
as time expired in the first 
quarter. 

Stewart’s extra pyint gave the 
Wildcats a 28-0 lead and fin- 
ished off Wilmington’s most 
impressive quarter of football. 
They ran a total of eight plays 
and averaged 21.3 yards per 
play. 

“Our offensive line is starting 
to gel,” said Almeida. “We 
have three guards that I con- 
sider starting guards and 
they’re all playing well. [Mike] 
Fields is playing great, and 
(tight end Kyle] Borsetti, too. 
If you notice, we run outside 
and off tackle and he’s the guy 
getting it done for us there. 
(Nick] Hogan is playing well, 
too.” 

With Wilmington's toughest 
opponents down the road in 
the second half of the season, 
the Wildcats obviously did not 
fall into a trap against a weak- 
er opponent.

LEXINGTON - It's safe to say 
that Shawsheen Tech has got- 
ten over its five-overtime loss 
to Whittier Tech two weeks ago.

Shawsheen got the ball first 
and moved right down the field 
from their own 42 to 
Minuteman’s 8-yard line. The 
Rams mixed it up with 


Marzeoti and Aalerud both rip- 
ping off big gainers, but a hold- 
ing penalty negated a touch- 
down and the Mustangs held on 
downs 

This set the stage for an odd 
sequence of events that result- 
ed in Shawsheen'’s first two 
scores. With Minuteman forced 
to punt deep in its own territo- 
ry, the center's snap sailed over 
the head of the punter and out 
of the end zone for a safety, giv- 
ing Shawsheen a 2-0 lead. 

On the ensuing kickoff, the 
Rams were caught off guard 
when Minuteman attempted 
and recovered an onside kick 
Shawsheen's defense rallied to 
push the Mustangs back 12 
yards and forced another punt 

This time the snap was good, 
but Billerica’s Tom Mullan 
blocked the punt

Marzeoti scored the 
two-point conversion to finish 
the scoring,

The 
Bulldogs are coming off an 8-7 
upset loss to Chelsea and will 
be looking to avenge last year's 
loss to the Rams when Aalerud 
intercepted a pass with no time 
remaining. The game is 
Saturday at 2:00pm.

In "Flightplan," Jodie 
Foster's a desperate mother 
scrambling to find out what 
happened to the daughter 
everyone else tells her no 
longer exists. 

The movie is very similar to 
a film that starred Julianne 
Moore last year called “The 
Forgotten”, which was also 
about a mother looking for a 
child that everyone claims 
never existed.
